The.Penobscol river above Bangor, following 


the thread of its principal sources, is about 301) 
miles long. 
Us western branch sketches itself 


to the utmost bounds of tlie State in a westerly 
direction cutting off all the branches of the 
Kenuebec,Androscii.rgiu and Connecticut rivets, 
leaving a vast territory north watered only by 
the tributaries of the Penobscot and St. John.—
